iilra Kidgr History. 

Oae of tne *8?ays at the Glen Ridge 
School cloelog exercises was of local 
historic Interest In its ettt ject matter 
It was delivered by Ralph H. Upsoa, and 
entitled “ Histoiv of Glen- Ridge.” It 
was in part as follows; 

"About 1667 some Puritan settlers, 
moved by religious dissensions In New 
England, sought a place where they 
oould worship more freely, and finally 
made their way to New Jereey. where 
they founded the town of New Work, or 
Newark. They were Ulr tn deailog with 
the Indian# and bought all the land they 
aeqaired, which soon embraced nearly 
60,600 acre*. It extended from Eliza¬ 
beth oniony at the aontb to the old Dutch 
town of Aequankanoook (now Paaaaloi 
cn the north, and from the Paeaalo river 
westward to the Orange mountain. Ia* 
dividual tracts of land uauaily oovered 
80 or 100 acre# of land each. There le 
nothing that belongs properly to the 
history of Glen Bldge until near the 
middle of the laat oeetury, Washington 
probably passed through It In bla mem¬ 
orable retreat acroee the State. He 
expected to stay over Dlgbt at the old 
Davie house near the green lo Bloom- 
field, but finding that Benedict Arnold 
bad already takeu possession there, 
weot on to the next house, which still 
stands on Washington street, sod made 
this his headquarters for the night. 

*• Bloomfield had, up to the end of the 
war, been called West Newark or Wat- 
sesslng, an old Indian name. It received 
It3 present name about 1800 from Gec- 
eral Joseph Bloomfield who bad fought 
In the Revolution, and who took an

soon alter this from the water power 
afforded by the streams. This Increased 
the population of Bloomfield, so that In 
1312 It separated from Newark and 
formed a new township. What Is now 
Glen Bldge was not settled at all at this 
time. It had not even a name. Mont- 
clAir was called Cranetowo, later West 
Bloomfield. People hardly ever went to 
New York, as there was practically no 
way of getting there A little later 
one could drive down to Newaik, and 
take a little boat which went down 
Newark b-y and thee up t> New York. 
Bloomfield avenue was the only good 
road and was called the turnpike. One 
of the toll-gates wae where Ridgewood 
avenue now croeeee. la 1836 the Morris 
canal was completed, and furnlebed an 
additional means of transportation. 

"About 1852 the Reverend Joseph 8. 
Gallagher bought from 4r. Ward Staf¬ 
ford s farm In Glen Bldge. The house 
stood near the present Congregational 
Church, and was torn down about twelve 
years ago. It was probably the first 
house built In Glen Bldge. What Is 
now Clark street was ‘ Gallagher’s lane,' 
leading fTom the bouse to Bloomfield 
avenue. A gate at the end kept the 
cow* from straying out upon the public 
roac.. 

“In 1849 Mr. John Dougheity ballt 
the bouse which stands on Lincoln street 
at i.he top of the hill. Of course the 
street was not there then, but a little 
wagon road ran through the pastures 
and woods and out to ibe turnpike near 
j the paper mill, which stood oo the brook 
Just below where Ridgewood avenue 
crosses It. Between Hlllcrest foad and 
Woodland avenue le a broad path cut 
through the woode, and evidently once 
Intended for wagone, but now overgrown 
with underbrush. It la possible that 
tills Is part of the old Dougherty road.” 

Library Vote*. 

The Jarvis Memorial Library has been 
presented by Dr. Amerman wltn an 
Interesting little volume which came 
Into bis possession about twenty years 
ago. It is a Greek Testament, bearing 
the Imprint on its * title page of 
"Farlalla, 1549," and 'though not of 
value* from a critical: standpoint like 
the Codex Blntltlcus or other ancient 
manuscripts, tt Is of great Interest as 
a printed volume made odIj a hundred 
years after; John Gutenburg of Menlz 
conceived the Idea of printing from 
movable type 

The title page also shows, besides 
some Greek lettering, a curious sym¬ 
bolic design representing a quill and 
sword crossed, upholding The Book, 
beartog oo Its open pages tbs Alpha and 
Omega, with seven seals pendant. (See 
Bev. v. I). Over all shlnea a resplend¬ 
ent sun, while above and beneath the 
design In Greek and Latin respectively, 
le the legend, " Dominion over Death 
and Life.’’ 

The present binding, though probably 
aoi tbe orlglcal one, shows marks of 
years of handling; tbe pagee are faded 
and stained, and some interested 
scholar has left various notes In Greek 
on the margin o( many pagee In Reve¬ 
lation. This delicate old writing le 
faded, and In places almost Illegible as 
Is also that on the Inside of tbe front 
cover, wh a re we may read In French 
that tbe book was purchased by one, 
M. 0. Pa ter son, on August 30, 1816, at 
the famous " Plane de la Sorboone, 
Pirle.” 

This curious little volume bas been 
very gratefully accepted with an earnest 
hope that there may be other generous 
friends who will add their gifts to this 
nucleus so that the library may have 
for Ita own a ootleotion of rare and 
Interesting books.
